AUSTRIA AND CHINA.

Advice 
and assistance as to the running 
of the campaign are to be drawn

Mr. G. B, Wilson described to

“We shall begin.” he sdid,

‘to it gradually, and uc make it 
quite plain that America js not 
dominating thisthing: it will be 
all British." 

>» Téetotal advocates are counting 
considerably on the vais to be 
taken in Scotland nex: year on 
the question of local veto ‘on 
the granting of licencey. The 
strenuous efforts of the past will 
be redoubled in the autumn to 
secure for England similar legiela- 
tion ‘regarding the granting: of 
licences .to that now ‘prevail- 
ing. in.

Nor had they ever advanced 
an argument for ‘scientific 
dietary or «a ‘better food 
supply. |The campaign for pro- 
hibition would be that of wea thy 
fanatics, and would be met by 
strikés or violence, or hoth. As 
for ‘introducing “American pro- 
paganda, the fanatical Americans 
would have quite enough work to 
doin America in dealing with the 
social unrest provoked by the 
uncenstitutional and unreason- 
able attitude wf the State tu the 
employees. The worker of this 
country were already" galled 
enough by the protiteering in 
food and drink. ‘Until the 
members of temperance societies 
came to respect the liberfes of 
their fellow-men they would 
make little headway. 

ALCOHOL AS A MEDICINE.
